HARMERS SHOULD FAVOR PRO­ 
TECT I ON. 
The attorneys for the free foreign Ira ie 
are persistent in their appeals to the 
farm er. 
Professing the utmost solici­ 
tude for his welfare, they seek to mislead 
him into the support cf a policy that will 
inevitably impair the purchasing ability 
of those who ars now bis chief custom­ 
ers. 
Ninety-five per cent of all the pro­ 
ducts of American farms are not con­ 
sumed by the American people. A large 
mejurity of these woald be unable to 
buy in quantity and quality as they new 
buy were it not tor the wages received 
for labor in industries which, under free 
trade, would be divided if not altogether 
given over to people fed and clothed 
from tho products of foreign fields. 
In return for his aid .in overturning 
the existing business arrangements the 
farmer is promieed lower prioes for what 
he bas to buy, and is asked to believe 
that foreign customers will be found to 
take the place of those he may lose nearer 
home. 
The fallacy of such teaching, as well 
as the hollowness of the promise, lies in 
the assumption that the farmer’s success 
is any lees dependent upon a general 
prosperity than that of bis fellow men in ‘ 
other callings. Farming is but one of 
the essentials to a complete national 
economy, and a farmer can no more 
make his bashless profitable in the ab­ 
sence of good customers, than can the 
merchant or manufacturer. Aud his cus­ 
tomers must necessarily be found out­ 
side of those who are engaged in agri­ 
culture. 
Without steady work and fair 
' wages for laborers, mechanics, clerksf 
and the army of working people who 
now find it more for their interest to buy 
than to produce the varied products of 
the soil they consume, the farmer would 
be compelled to confine his efforts to the 
few products 
that 
oan be shipped 
abroad. 
Equally unreliable is the free traders 
contenticn that the farmer gets no ben­ 
efit from existing tariff. During the year 
ended dune 30, 1889, dutiable field pro­ 
ducts, such ss live animals, breadstuffs 
milk, butter, 
cheese, • 
hay 
bops, 
tobacco, vegetables, wool, were im­ 
ported to the vaire of $44.000,COO. To 
this sum may be added the items of 
hemp and Hex amounting to $11,510.CGO, 
and the more than $7,000,000 worth of 
fruit on which duty was paid. Every 
dollar exacted from foreigners 
for the 
privilege of selling these articles in com­ 
petition with the products of American 
fields, served as p rot ac lion to the pro­ 
ducers of similar domestic products. 
The free trade policy of England has 
reduced the number of her farm s,as well 
as the profits from those remaining nn­ 
der tillage, and, as similar results will 
surely follow its application in this coun­ 
try, the farmer should be the last man to 
vote for a change in th it direction

that to cut down the price of carpets 5J 
per cent b s the Jhicsgo News insisted 
should be done, the women and men 
employed in the manufacture of carpets 
must have their earnings cut down 50 
par cent and hxewiee the price of wool 
most be out in two. 
But as to the new statement of the 
H eiall.

Mr. Wheeler tells us 
that the wooden tanks are found by ex­ 
perience to be more reliable and satis­ 
factory in their system of water works. 
The .constant out-How and in-flow of 
water regulates the temperature. In the 
winter time when the use of water is 
more limited by non ase for streets and 
lawn sprinkling, etc., the superintend­ 
ent bas water let out of the mains at in- 
t eivals, so that in no part of the system 
is their any stagnant water.

TH S CHIPPEW A IM DI AMD. 


XHE COMMISSIONERS NOW AT TOWER, MIN­ 
NESOTA. 
The Vermillion Iron Journal, pub­ 
lished at Tower, St. Louis county, Min­ 
nesota, under date of October 31st, has 
the following concerning the Chippewa 
Indian commission, of which Dr. J. B. 
Whiting, of this city, is a member: 
“ D r. Joe. £ . Whiting andR t, Rev. 
Bishop Marty, of the Chippewa Indian 
commission, accompanied by 
W. C. 
Hubbell, secretary, Paul H. Beaulieu, 
interpreter, Geo. C. Morrison, census 
taker, and several others ere in the city. 
Hon. W. M. Rue, the other member cf 
the commission, is sick in St. 'Paul and 
not able to be on duty. at present. 
These gentlemen are here to negotiate 
with the Indians of Bois Forte reserva­ 
tion on the land in severalty question. 
On their arrival six Indian meeseDgus 
were 
dispatched 
tbroughcnt 
the 
northern portions of St. Louis and 
Itasca counties to summon the differ- 
j eat tribes to meet at the Lake Vermilion 
j reservation near here at once, and it Is 
expected they ^all will be here, TCO cf 
them, by Friday, November 8lh, when 
the first counsel will be called. They 
have already visited five 
reservations in the state, 
the Fond [da Lac left 
here. 
The project is one whereby the United 
States will get possession of all the Chip­ 
pewa reservations in the state, the value 
of which, principally in'pine, is variously 
estimated at from forty to sixty millions 
of 
dollars. This [land 
then 
will 
be 
subject 
to 
homestead 
entry 
and thereby prove of immense value to 
this northern portion of the state, bring­ 
ing as it will thousands of now settlers 
in and otherwise developing these vast 
wildernesses. At the other reservatioLB 
the required number of Indians have 
signed the treaty and the thing is now t n 
assured success. 
The object of these counsels is to get 
♦he signatnre of the Indians to a treaty, 
whereby tbey will release their reserva­ 
tion on condition that they are permitted 
to take farming lands either adjoining 
the reservation they are now on or in the 
White Earth reservation in the western 
part of the state. The plan is a very liberal 
one to the Indian. 
Each one who 
is a head of a family is entitled 
to 160 aores; each member of the family 
over 21 to 80 acres, and each ohild 
acres. In addition to this, the inter*r 
at the rate of five per cent, accruing on 
all money derived from the sale of these 
pine lands, $50,000,000, shall be expend­ 
ed annually on the various tribes; and st 
the end of fifty years the fifty million 
dollars shall then be equally divided be­ 
tween the remaining Chippewas in ti e 
state. • 
The manner of obtaining the Indian’s 
signature and other work of the commis­ 
sion is quite novel and no doubt many 
of our people will visit the reservation 
across the lake a week from to-morrow.”
